DN AUNT'S GRAVE; 
‘AINSMEN INSANE

Roosevelt Assailant Roomed 
Near Cemetery and Kept 


Flowers on Mound. 
By Associated Presa, 
NEW YORK, Oct. 16.—John Schrank, 


New York policemen deciare, came from 


an ancestry in which. insanity was fre- 
quent and had been, presuinably, slight- 
l; unbalaneed mentally for several 
years. The unhinging of his mind is he- 
lieved to date either from the death of* 
his aunt in 1907, or from the death of a 
girl friend in the Slocum disaster. 

Schrank was born ih Bavaria and 
came to this country when 9 years old, 
with an uncle, Dominick Flammang, 
whose name the boy bore for many 
years. His father is said to have suf- 
fered from insane delusions ang his 
grandfather, a wealthy Bavarian 
brewer, also exhibited unsoundness of 
mind in his declining years. 

Scene at Aunt’s Death. 

Flammang ran a saloon on the East 
Side and prospered. Eight years ago 
he retired with a comfortable little for- 
tune invested in real estate, which went 
to Schrank on their death. Mrs. Flam- 
mang died in a hospital in 1907 and’ her 
husband died a few years ago. Schrank, 
who was devoted to his aunt, madé a 
scene in the room where she died, re- 
fusing to leave her body until he was 
forcibly ejected. He again became 
violent at the funera! and for several 
days he remained at the grave, weeping 
and mourning. After the death of his 
uncle Schrank removed his scanty af- 
fects to a little hotel in Brooklyn a 
block away from the: cemetery and 
thereafter he spent days beside his 
aunt’s grave, which he kept covered 
with ‘flowers. The police are holding 
a bundle of letters and other papers 
taken from Schrank’s room in the 
Brooklyn hotel. 

Schrank left the Brooklyn address nine 





at the Canal street.lodging house where 
hé dived until about Sept, 20, when his 
pursuit of Roosevelt begun. Schrank 
has — no police record in thfs 
city. 
Story’ of Sweetheart Denied. 

The mother and sister of Elsie Zieg- 
ler brand as false the statements that 
Schrank was in love with Miss Ziex- 
ler, Who perished in the burning of 
the steamer Gen. Slocum. Mrs. Ziegler 
speaks but little English. The story as 
told by her @aughter, Alys, follows: 

“Por my sister's sake I wish to make 
it perfectly clear that she was never in 
love with this man who.shot Roosevelt. 
It Was eight Vears ago when we last 
saw him, and the man now knewn as 
Schrank Was known by wus as Flam- 
mang. He was bartender in a place at 
370 East Tenth street, over which we 
lived for several years: If he had any 
unusual friendship with my sister, it 
was unknown to any of us. I was with 
my sister all the time, and we used 
to tell each other everything. If there 
had been any love affair, I am sure I 
would have known of it. She almost 
hated him, and I think that he must 
be using the fact of her death to shield 
himself.” 

‘‘He was no good,” Mrs. Ziegler added.

t OR, MAX .C, STARKLOFF, Health 
Commissioner: The bulletins are very 
favorable. The anti-tetanic serum gives 
positive assurance that Col. Roosevelt 
will not have lockjaw and there are no 
indications of infection at present. It 
is too early to say positively that there 
will be none, but unless such signs ap- 
pear within sixty hours after the inflic- 
tion of the wound we may reasonably 
assume that the patient is out of danger. 

DR. ARMAND RAVOLD: The re- 
ports indicate that Col. Roosevelt's con- 
dition is excellent. It is possible that 
his temperature and pulse will increase 
as a@ result of the antitetanic serum. 
and while caution is necessary in such 
Cases, thero need be no great alarm. 
The administration of the serum often 
is followed by fever lasting from three 
to five days. The serum also causes 
hives in some cases. I anticipate no se- 
rious results in Col. Roosevelt's case. 
however, indying from, the reports now 
at hand. a — 


DR, CLEVELAND H. SHUTT, Hos- 
pital Commissioner: Col. Roosevelt 
seems to be making most satisfactory 
progress. The antitetanic serum abso. 
lutely insures him against lockjiaw and 
I see no reason at present why other 
complications should arise. Infection, in 
such cases, usually appears within 48 
hours, if at all, although there may be 
exceptions. It is, therefore, impossible 
to say at present that there is no dan- 
ger. On the other hand, ah increase in 
Col. Roosevelt's pulse and temperature 
is not necessarily a reason far alarm. 
Such consequences might follow the ad- 
ministration of the serum or might, 0a 
due to the mere presence of the billet 
as a foreign body. . 


DR. FRANK J. LUTZ: Col. Roose- 
velt’s pulse, temperature and respira- 
tion are about normal.. Judging from 
the bulletins, his condition is very sat- 
isfactory. 

DR. O. G. GIBSON: Col. Roosevelt's 
condition does not appear serious to 
me at present. I would not even at- 
tach undue significance to an increase 
in his temperature and pulse. The fact 
that the injured rib is causing less ir- 
ritation of the pleura than yesterday 
indicates that the mebrane surrounding 
the lungs is not harmed and that pleu- 
risy need not be feared. Within the 
next day or two the physicians in at- 
tendance will be able to reckon ac- 
curately with the possibilify of infec- 
tion.

Depositions in the suit of George 
J. Kobusch, former president of the 
St. Louis Car Co,, against the Mis- 
sissippi Valley» Trust Co. for $300,499, 
alleged to have been paid in usurious 
commissions, were taken Wednesday 
at the dffice of Special Commissioner 
Jesse McDonald in the Third National 
Bank Building. 

The suit has been pending about a 
year and a half and once was taken 
out of a jury’s hands by Judge 
Muench, who declared no jury -could 
be expected to decide the intricate 
financial questions involved. The 
judge then appointed the _ special 
commissioner. John 8. Leahy is attor- 
ney for Kobusch, while H. 8S. Priest 
represents the trust company. 

Kobusch alleges that between 1905 
and 1910 he. frequently borrowed 
money from the’ trust company and 
that, besides the regular 6 per cent 
interest, he was compelied to pay an 

j|additional 3 per cent to obtain the 
release of his collateral security. 

lL. M. Lyon, an attorney and pro- 
moter of Paris, came from France 
to testify and was the principal wit- 
ness éxamined. He testified in_re- 
gard to having acted as agent for 
Kobusch in transferring stock of the 
San Antonio Water Power Co, to the 
banking firm of Maas & Mouls, of 
Antwerp. The deal was completed 
Jan. 1, 1910, Lyon testified, where- 
upon he sent a cablegram to Kobusch 
outlining the terms. Kobusch ac- | 
cepted. Maas & Mouls, Lyon said, 
then sent the Mississippi Valley | 
Trust Co. a duplicate of th¢\ cable: | 
gram, but added a list of men whom | 
they desired as directors of the San 
Antonio concern. Breckenridge Jones, 
president of the Mississippi Valley 
Trust Co., being included. ; 

Lyon said he meét Jones at the Bel- 
mont Hotel in New York City in July, 
1909, when Jones was on his way to 
Europe. Prior to the meeting, he said, 
he had received a telegram from Ko- 
tusch instructing him to collect $1500 
in fees from Jones, 

Lyon said when he asked for the 
money, Jones replied that he did not 
know anything about it. Jones later 
paid the money after an exchange of 
telegrams with Kobusch, Lyon said. 

The witness testified that he under-. 
stood then Jones was on his way to 
Europe in connection with the transfer 
of stock to Maas & Mouls, but said he 
later was informed by Kobusch that 
the Mississippi Valley Trust Co. had 
no further connection with the proposed 
transaction. 

Maas & Mouls took 13,500 shares of 
stock for $782,500, Lyon said, with the 
stipulation that one-third of the amount 
be paid imediately, and the remainder 
within a year. The firm insisted that 
Jones be included in the directorate, 
Lyon said, and when he asked the rea- 
son an official of the Antwerp firm 
asked: ‘‘How do you expect us to trust 
Mr. Kobusech when Mr. Jones spoke of 
him as he did?’ 

Lyton testified that he was paid a 
commission of $6600 for making the deal, 
but that his total should have been $25.- 
000. His inability to collect the full com- 
mission was. one of the things that 
brought him to St. Louis this time, he 
said.

Measure to Submit Proposition 
at Regular Election Passed 
by House 20 to 3. 


HAS BEEN BEATEN TWICE 


Two-Thirds of All the Ballots 
Cast Will Be Required to 
Carry. 


By a vote of 20 to 3, the House of Del- 
egzates Tuesday night passed an emer- 
gency bill to submit to the voters at the 


November election a proposition to isste 
$2,750,000 of bonds to complete the free 
bridge. 

A two-thirds majority of all votes cast 
at the November election wil] be re- 
quired to carry the bond issue, according 
tc a ruling by City Counselor Walther. 

The experience at former general elec- 
tions has been that a great many Vot- 
ers negléct voting on bond issues and 
constitutional amendments. There are 
nine amendments to the State Constitu- 
tien, and two amendments to the city 
charter to be voted on, in addition to 
the bond issue. 

Are Not Hopeful. 

Mayor Kiréeismann and City Counselor 
Walther are not hopeful that the bond 
issue will be approved under these con- 
ditions. If one-third of the voters should 
fai) to vote on the proposition it would 
be defeated. 

If there should be 150,000 votes cast for 
the presidential candidates in the No- 
vember election it would be necessary 
to have arn affirmative vote of 100,000 
on the bond issue to carry it, under 
the ruling of the City Counselor. 

The Bond issue to complete the bridge 
has been twite defeated\in special elec- 
tions. The House of Delegates voted to 
submit it a third time after it was dis- 
covered by City Counselor Walther that 
15 days’ notice, instead of 20 days, was 
sufficient under the law. 

The House of Delegates had passed 

last Friday night a bill to submit the 
bond issue at some future date, but an 
emergency clause providing for its; sub- 
mission at the November election failed 
to get the two-thirds majority necessary 
to pass it. 
. Delegate Hall of the Twenty-first} 
Ward moved a reconsideration of the 
emergency clause. He explained his 
vote by saying that his conscience had 
troubled him since he had voted against 
submitting the proposition.

“I believe in the 
rule of the people, and to bring about 
that desired consummation I now cast 
my vote ‘aye’ on this bill.’’ 

Delegate Methudy, who has been 
against the resubmission of the bond 1s- 
gue, also voted for the bill.

Gives Description of Missing 
Banker and Says He Was 
“Very Handsome Man.”’ 








Andrew J. Hunt of Wichita, 
Kan., close friend and confidante of 
George A. Kimmel, was placed on. the 
stand in Judge Grimm’s Court Wednes- 
day as the first witness in support of 
the suit brought by Mrs. Edna K. 
Bonslett, Kimmel’s sister, against the 
New York Life Insurance Co., on two 
$10,000 policies on Kimmel’s life. Her 
testimony went over most of the ground 
covered when she testified in the Fed- 
eral Court suit. which resulted in a 
hung jury. 

Mrs. Hunt testified to an acquatint- 
ance with Kimmel, beginning when she 
and her husband resided next door to 
Kimmel, in Omaha, in 1889, and contin- 
uing until he disappeared from Aritan- 
sas City, Kan., where he was cashier 
of the Farmers’ State Bank, in July, 
1298. She said that, although Kimmel 
confided in her and her husband, he 
told them nothing that indicated that 
he intended to remain away from Ar- 
kansas. City more than two days. She 
has never seen or heard from him, she 
testified, since she saw him at breakfast 
in the Gladstone Hotel tn Arkansas City 
the morning of July 29, 1898.

He appears at his worst instead of his best. The 
Wilson demonstration here was magnificent in 
numbers, but the program and conditions gave 
him no opportunity to obtain a satisfactory 
presentation of his cause. He was worn out by 
‘attempts’ to speak at similar demonstrations on 
his journey to St. Louis. He could give only frag- 
mentary speeches, 

The principal mieans of effective campaigning 
is the presentation of the actua] views and ar- 
gumeéents of the candidate on the vital issues 
of the day. This can best be done through the 
press. For the purpose of presenting the views 
of a candidate a comprehensive address delivered 
anywhere, or a carefully written statement, pub- 
lished in the daily press and in periodicals, is 
‘better than a host of disjointed talks to big 
crowds. It reaches millions where only thou- 
fants can hear speeches at the largest demon- 
strations. 

With the perfecting of telephonic, telegraphic 
and postal. facilities, and the cylinder press sup- 
plying copies of newspapers and periodicals for 
the whole country, the personal campaign, with 
its. mob demonstrations, its dangers and disad- 
| vantages,” is obsolete. It should be relegated to

or réason’ and deliberation.

Poiting Plants for Winter 


V course you desire to have some 


bloothing plants for the long 
winter days, and I will tell you 
how to bave them with the least 


oxpenditure of time and money. By the 
time this article appears in print the 
days of the outdoor plants will be over, 
and it is from these that you can get a 
supply to replenish your indoor. pots for 
winter. 

You should not use old plants, espe- 
cially of the geranium (by far the best 
winter-blooming house plant), but only 
those wHich were grown from cuttings, 


struck Jast spring and grown outdoors, 


during the summer. Plants which were 
in the house and whith wére set out in 
the ‘béds the past summer’ will ‘be too 
much weakened to make good blooming 
ones the coming winter. 

Those which were grown from cut- 





ings last spring will hardly have 
reached the period of best bloom before 
the frost will kill them, but you must 
get them out of the soil and Into the 
pots before they have been touched by 
the frost. 

Select the small, stocky .ones; those, 
with- plenty. of branches, and take them 
up out of the beds with a ball’ of the soi!’ 
about the roots, after the soil has been 
watered thoroughly so as to get as many 
of the ‘fine, feeding, fibrous roots as pos-‘ 
sible. You are sure to tear loose quite 


a large number of these, and on this ac-,

Enormous Profits of Major 
League Baseball Shown by 
Title Games.

Unless the attendance for the decisive 
game of the world’s series at Fenway 
Park, Boston, falls off 30 per cent, today, 
the receipts for eight games. will go 
away above’ the 





totals $463,333. Only $36,667 is needed to 
make it $500,000. The average for each 
game so far has been $66,190. 

The enormous drawing power of base- 
ball never was more forcibly impressed 
on the money-mad magnates. At Sports- 
man’s Park Tuesday, one prominent 
baseball man remarked: 

‘*How cana baseball owner put a price 
on his ball club? Especially if it’s a 
winner. Just look at the receipts for the 
world’s series. Why, each owner will 
receive over $150,000. And that’s only for 
a week’s work. And just think what the 
teams made all season. I believe the 
Boston club will have earned close to 
$400,000 for the year after all the profits 
are put together and a total struck.” 

Just think of it! Then think of Jim 
McAleer, who a few years ago Was 
a second-rate manager of a tail-end ball 
team in St. Louis. After proving a fall- 
ure in the managerial end of the game 
McAleer tried “magnating’’ and made 
his fortune in one stroke.
